The Panama Canal continues to justify the hopes- of its 


builders. The first three months of 1923 have witnessed cargo 
tonnage passing through the waterway in volume approxi- 
mately 80 per cent, greater than that of the last quarter of 
'1922. And the trend is still upward. 
' Normally the winter months are not particularly big on£s, 
for shipments of fruit and lumber bulk large in the,canal's 
traffic." This time it is oil that boosts the totals. The record 
output of the Southern California fields is finding this outlet, 
but the gratifying gains in general cargo are proof enough of 
the canal's place in the world's trade. 


Los Angeles leads in the intercoastal trade, with New York 


second- and San Francisco and Baltimore trailing. The fruit 
and oil of Southern California determined their order. Crude 
petroleum—1,143,000 tons = of it—made up almost half the 
'nation's intercoastal tonnage handled by the canal in the three- 
months period, and it was all east-bound. West-bound freight 
for Pacific ports aggregated only 655,000 tons. 


These are figures that should gratify those who live west of 


the Great Divide, andlnterest those east of it. 


A Garden Town. 


A Chicago suburb is taking up community gardening. The 


work was started by the nature committee of the Woman's 
Library Club. Its sub-committees on gardens, landscape gar- 
dening, birds and forestry are ready to help individual members 
of the community with advice and information on all sorts of 
garden topics. 


How to protect trees from disease and insect enemies -is 


taught by the forestry committee. Respect for native shrubs 
and trees is urged on all purchasers of real estate who might be 
tempted to clear off all the local plants in favor of commercial 
species. The landscape committee is working out plans for the 
beautification of the whole community, while bird enthusiasts 
are hoping to make that section a bird sanctuary.

MAYOR LADD ON 


POLICE PAYROLL 


All But Officer Beirce to Get Pay-- 


Change Daniel Street to Daniels 
Street-Fight Over Garage License 


All was not harmony at the meeting 


of the Mayor and Council on Tuesday 
evening, called ostensibly to consider 
the revised .ordinances, but the ordin- 
ances were not presented, being given 
to a firm to do, after all other printing 
•houses had been re^ricted to having 
the Job finished by Tuesday for the 
consideration of the Council. I£ they 
are finished they will be considered by 
the Council a week hence. 


There was plenty to take up the at- 


tention of the Council and there was 
some lively debates on some of the 
SJattera. Mayor J.^^^sas^jatfiori^eT 
to draw his warrant for the police pay 
roil with the exception of Patrolman 
Neil C. Bierce, after the Mayor had 
read a statement to the Council de-' 


fending his action In refusing to ap- 
prove .the pay roll iwhich has been 
tossed about city hall for a .week or 
more.

In regards to our Police Commission

$35,000.00, and we cut them and asked 
them like all departments, to- live 
within; these figures and that we should 
expect they would.

ment had no power to limit -their ap- 
propriation,'so I personally saw the 
Chairman and asked him If the'Com- 
mission -would agree to put this ques- 
tion up to the' Chief Justice of the Su- 
perior Court and agree to abide with 
his opinion and the Chairman said that 
the Commission didn't want to make 
any agreement as there was a bill in 
the General Court which might abolish 
the present Commission, but' would let 
me know later. 


After the bill the Commissioner, re- 


ferred to had been killed in the Senate, 
I saw him aga.in, and he toUl me .that 
this point had been settled -and they 
had nothing to put up to the Chief 
Justice. So, as the Police Commissioner 
did not wish to put this point of law 
up to the Chief Justice, I refused to 
approve the complete payroll of "the 
police force, and' as it now stands I 
must put this question up to you for 
your directions'. 
-

The law of 1913 gives to the police 


commission the power to appoint such 
officers as they'deem necessary and tc 
fix their compensation. The-commission 
claims that under this law .they can 
appoint any number of men they see fit 
to the police force and can make their" 
compensation what -they wish. 


It Is apparent that if this is right, 


then • the police .-commissioners have 
unlimited power, and can appoint one 
hundred policemen and 
make their 


daily pay what they choose. 


With these conclusions I differ, for 


it has been decided in Baker V. Nashua 
in the 77th N. H. Report's that in -exer- 


must act^reano-^j'iy and in good faith 
^ana'thelr actions be free from any 
breach of trust. This being so, the 
question is, "In view of the fact that 
the city of Dover finds it necessary to 
have only such police force as calls for 
an appropriation of $16,700.00, the city 
ol- Kecne, $11.000.00, and 
only three 


cities in the state, Manchester, Nashua 
and Concord, the smallest of which has 
a population of 22,107,nearly twice that 
of Portsmouth, make a larger police 
appropriation than. Portsmouth, have 
the police commissioners of this city 
acted in good faith and reasonably and 
without any breach of trust In in- 
creasing their 
expenditures to over 


$30,000 this year, by putting a new of- 
ficer in to fill -a vacancy?" \|trithout the 
new officer we have fifteen police offi- 
cers, not including the City Marshal, 
Deputy Marshal, and Captain of the 
night wa_tch, when In other days, when 
the need for police 
protection was 


much greater than it is now, the force 
had only 15 men. 


- In my oplnio'n the police commission- 
ers have .hot acted In good faith or 
reasonably If this Is so then the offi- 
cer "appointed bf them, Mr. Bierce, is 
not legally appointed and has no right 
to any payment from the city. He was 
seasonably notified of this. 


The police payroll presented you for 


approval is not a single bill, but a col- 
lection of individual claims for con- 
venience sake Joined together on a sin- 
gle statement called a "payroll." You 
can approve all or any part of thia col- 
lection of claims, provided you find any 
ciaim therein to be, in your opinion, of 
questionable legality, and I recommend 
that you withhold your approval of the 
claim of Mr. Bierce for the reasons I 
have given, until- the courts can -pass 
upon its legality. 


The question of law and 
fact here 


raised ought to be determined once and 
for .ill. If the police commission can do 
as they please with 
the 
taxpayers' 


money without restraint and without 
limit we want to know it, but if they 
are to be governed by the rule of rea- 
son of good faith, and of fidelity to the 
trust imposed upon them, we want to 
know that. So far as I am concerned 
there are no personalities and no poli- 
tical prejudices in this matter. I am 
trying to act in the interests of the tax 
payers of the city whose burdens we 
are pledged to lighten in every rea- 
sonable way. 


Councilman Collins asked if the ac- 


tion of the Commissioners was not le- 
gal until it had been proven illegal. 
Nobody answered this and Councilman 
Gray called for the opinion of- the City 
Solicitor, but the Mayor choked this, off 
by saying that the Council already 
knew the opinion of the Solicitor that 
he had already passed upon ^the ques- 
tion. 
. 


Councilman McEvoy wanted to know 


if the action centered about Patrolman 
Bierce and the Mayor answered yes. 


Councilman Boynton started action 


by a motion to authorize the Mayor to 
draw his warrant for the payroll with 
the exception of Officer Bierce, until 
the- legality of 
the 
'Commissioners 


could be determined. He said that there 
had been an increase in the appropria- 
tion asked for by the Commissioners 
when all other departments of the city 
had been reduced. He thought that the 
department was too large and in his 
opinion they couli* get along with 
three or four less men. 


Councilman Gray refused to agree on 


this point, saying that there were sec- 
tions of the city which never saw- a 
police officer. That there 
was great 


need of tvro-motowycle officers, to stop 
speeding on Sagamore, Lafayette and 
Maplewood avenue, so that the inhabi- 
tants of the city could travel with 
safety and he moved that the payroll 
bo approved. 


Mayor £.aclcl called him to order on 


the ground that there was a. motion- 
before the house and on roll call the 
motion of Councilman Eoynton passed. 
Councilmen Collins and 
Gray 
alono 


voted in opposition. 


The petition of K. F. Ket'chum for a 


license to hold a carnival shp w for a 
week on the land owned by the city off 
Marginal road was referred after some 
debate to the Board of Public Works. 
Mayor Ladd did not favor this but 
after a decision had been rendered by 
the City Solicitor that all parks, roads, 
<stc., were under the jurisdiction o£ the' 


t Board of Public Works and they alone 
had the right to say what they~could 
be used for, it was ordered. 


The license was finally granted with 


the approval of the Board of Public 
Works and the matter at once referred 
to the board. A few minutes after Supt. 
Smith appeared and said that the land 
| was given- to the citf with the provl- 


I slon that it should ~5e only used for 
park purposes and for that reason tfie 
board had last year refused to allow 
this land to be used. The Mayor then 
referred the matter without motion to 
the City Solicitor for an opinion. 


A petition protesting against the 


granting of .a license for a garage at 
the corner of Washington and Court 
streets was received from the residents 
of that section. 


Before any action was taken Council 


. man Collins called for the. opinion of 
Chief Engineer Woods and the Board 
.of Engineers, in which they reported 
that while the building complied with 
~the city ordinances, they objected to 
the location of a. garage at that point 
for the reason they feared it-would in- 
terfere with answering alarms' in that 
section as the streets are very narrow 
and if there was a garage there, the 
streets would be crowded with cars. 


On motion of Councilman Boynton 


the .communication was laid on the 
table for further consideration.

Councilman Collins refused to quit 


and asked why his motion had not 
been given consideration, the Mayor 
replying that it had not been seconded. 


Later Councilman Whitman brought 


up the matter again>askmg that some 
action be taken at this time on -the re: 
jection of the petition for the garage, 
but when Councilman Boynton stated 
that he had made 'his motion as Attor- 
ney Marvin, counsel for Mr. Tawbe 'had 
asked that he bo given a chance to be 
heard on the matter, the original mo- 
tion was allowed and the matter will 
come up at another meeting, although 
it was evident that the Council have a 
strong desire to uphold the last Coun- 
cil who refused a license for this loca- 
tion before the present building was 
erected. 


The committee on public auto licen- 


ses reported against granting one to 
V. G.' Brooks of North Hampton on the 
ground that he was not a resident of 
the city and their report was accepted 
and adopted.

Councilman Raynus still objected as 


the street had borne that name for 
over a hundred years or more. Council- 
man McEvoy feared legal objections, 
but the Solicitor said no. A roll call 
was demanded by Councilman .Boynton 
and the resolution was passed with 
Councilmen Boynton and Raynes vot- 
ing in opposition. 
Councilman Collins inquired as to the 
ordiinances and. it was reported that 
they were not ready and

taken up at the next meeting. •
